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For  only  the  third  time  in  over  thirty  years  of  soccer  at  Malden  High  School,  the  boys 
team  qualified  for  the  Division  I  State  Tournament.  With  a  7-6-5  record,  Malden 
squeezed  into  the  tourney  with  a  5-0  win  over  Everett.  They  drew  second-ranked  Ac- 
ton-Boxboro  in  the  tournament,  and  in  a  highly-emotional  contest,  fell  3-0. 

Paced  by  tri-captains  Matt  McCarthy,  Dan  Santella,  and  Carlos  Villatoro,  Malden 
rolled  past  all  competition,  including  a  5-4  win  over  Somerville,  the  eventual  Division  I 
East  State  champions,  at  Pearl  Street  Stadium.
